Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2
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SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 1

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘HSA Technical Correc-2

tions Act’’. 3

SEC. 2. REFERENCES TO THE HOMELAND SECURITY ACT 4

OF 2002. 5

Except as otherwise expressly provided, whenever in 6

this Act an amendment or repeal is expressed in terms 7

of an amendment to, or a repeal of, a section or other 8

provision, the reference shall be considered to be made to 9

a section or other provision of the Homeland Security Act 10

of 2002 (Public Law 107–296; 6 U.S.C. 101 et seq.).

and denied, disaggregated by category of denial and 20

application or petition type. 21

‘‘(3) The quantity of backlogged immigration 22

applications and petitions that have been processed, 23

the aggregate number awaiting processing, and a de-24

tailed plan for eliminating the backlog. 25
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‘‘(4) The average processing period for immi-1

gration applications and petitions, disaggregated by 2

application or petition type. 3

‘‘(5) The number and types of immigration-re-4

lated grievances filed with any official of the Depart-5

ment of Justice, and if those grievances were re-6

solved. 7

‘‘(6) Plans to address grievances and improve 8

immigration services. 9

‘‘(7) Whether immigration-related fees were 10

used consistent with legal requirements regarding 11

such use. 12

‘‘(8) Whether immigration-related questions 13

conveyed by customers to the Department (whether 14

conveyed in person, by telephone, or by means of the 15

Internet) were answered effectively and efficiently.’’. 16

tacts among the employees in the Department; 5

‘‘(5) invigorate the workforce with exciting and 6

professionally rewarding opportunities; 7

‘‘(6) incorporate Department human capital 8

strategic plans and activities, and address critical 9

human capital deficiencies, recruitment and reten-10

tion efforts, and succession planning within the Fed-11

eral workforce of the Department; and 12

‘‘(7) complement and incorporate (but not re-13

place) rotational programs within the Department in 14

effect on the date of enactment of this section. 15

‘‘(c) ADMINISTRATION.— 16

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The Chief Human Capital 17
